FULL TRAVEL BAN GETS 
SUPREME COURT'S OK 


Lower courts weigh appeals of Trump’s policy

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court gave President Don- 
ald Trump a significant victory 
Monday, ruling he may put his full 
travel ban into effect while legal ap- 
peals are being weighed in lower 
courts. 

The decision, with only two dis- 


sents, strongly suggests the justices 
believe the current version of 
Trump’s broad travel ban does not 
exceed his powers under the immi- 
gration laws and does not reflect 
unconstitutional religious discrimi- 
nation against Muslims. 

The justices issued an order 
Monday afternoon saying they had 
stayed or blocked lower court deci- 
sions that prevented full enforce- 


ment of the ban. Justices Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg and Sonia So- 
tomayor dissented. 

The court’s action vindicates a 
rather bold procedural move by 
Trump’s Solicitor General Noel 
Francisco. 

Two weeks ago, he filed an emer- 
gency plea with the high court urg-

Brown gets 5-year prison term 


Ex-congresswoman convicted of fraud, lying — plans to appeal

JACKSONVILLE — Former 
U.S. Rep. Corrine Brown, once a 
powerful Democrat who repre- 
sented parts of Orlando, was sen- 
tenced Monday to five years in 
prison for fraud and other crimes 
related to a purported charity for 
poor students that she used as a 
personal slush fund. 


Brown, 71, lis- 
tened stoically i ina 
Jacksonville court- 
room as U.S. District 
Court Judge Timo- 
thy Corrigan read 
her sentence. She 
was ordered to turn 
herself in to prison 
authorities in January. Her attor- 
ney said she plans to appeal the 
sentence.

Brown, who in1992 became one 
of the first three African-Ameri- 
cans elected to Congress from 
Florida since Reconstruction, was 
convicted by a federal jury in May 
on 18 of the 22 charges against her, 
which included fraud and lying on 
her tax returns and congressional 
financial disclosures.

Claim sparks debate 
over obstruction issue

WASHINGTON — As the 
special counsel investigation 
inches deeper into the White 
House, President Donald 
Trump has repeatedly in- 
sisted that he has done noth- 
ing wrong, denying any collu- 
sion with Russia and decrying 
the allegations as a “hoax.” 

On Monday, one of his law- 
yers offered a backup argu- 
ment as Trump faces new 
questions about whether he 
improperly tried to shield his 
former national security ad- 
viser, Michael Flynn, from an 
FBI investigation and then 
fired FBI Director James 
Comey to block the probe. In- 
terfering with the case could 
be construed as obstructing 
justice, a potential federal 
crime. 

It’s impossible, the lawyer 
said, for the president to ob- 
struct justice under the law. 
The reason? He’s too power-
